Breeding from 
matnre stock seems to produce more 
resistant 
poults than 
those 
from 


young breeding stock. 


Turkeys that range with farm poul- 


try of all kinds seem more apt to have 
tdackhead as they are often scratch- 
ing m the dirt of the other birds. 
Plenty of sour milk in the turkey ra- 
tion seems to help the poults to resist 
'fclackhead. 
The sour milk is not a 


cure but It does stimulate a rapid, 
-vigorous growth and this in turn helps 
to keep down digestive disorders which 
might weaken the poults and make 
$hem subject to blackhead. 


It is difficult to raise poults on land 


•where blackhead has been prevalent 
and some breeders have cleaned up 
their premises by cea&ing to raise tur- 
keys for a year or two. Then they ob- 
tain clean breeding stock and have 
-fcottei- «uccess. At present there are 
many farmers who might lurve good 
success with turkejs because none of 
the birds have ranged on" their farm 
for five or ten years or more and the 
soil is probably entirely free from the 
disease.

Profit Made -in Guinea 


Broilers and Roasters 


The guinea hen is a good layer, but 


en account of the wild gamey flavor, 
the eggs have never had an extensive 
sale for table use. 
However, to turn 


these eggs into young broilers or 
roasters, a considerable profit will be 
derived. The flesh is the nearest sub- 
stitute we have for the wild game. 


The guinea is of a roving dfsposi- 


llon, and one of the best known de- 
stroyers of insects. 


The laying season starts in early 


April and continues until October, the 
Sen laying as many as 120 eggs in a 
season. 
In the early part of the 


Benson it is not advlsanle to let the 
guinea ten hatch a brood, as she la 
of too restless a nature, and will not 
give her young the proper attention. 
But after the first of July, on account 
of the warm weather, she wilr be more 
flulet, and she can be safely entrusted 
•with a brood. 


Tt requires four weeks to hatch out 


guineas. 
The hen always hides hex 


nest, and that, too, in some obscure 
place. As they come off the nest they 
give a shrill cry, and in this way their 
hiding place can be detected. All the 
lens of a flock are apt to lay In one 
nest, and In taking away these eggs 
they should not be touched with the 
hands, for if the hen discovers that the 
nest has been touched she •nill desert 
It and hunt anothei place. But ifthe 
eggs are removed with a stick she 
•will not leave the nest, even if the 
•eggs are taken out nearly every day. 


Overcrowding Is One of 


Most Common Mistakes 


Overcrowding is one of the most 


common mistakes made in growing 
chickens. 
Overcrowding of the baby 


chicks usually corrects Itself by the 
Simple method of the chicks djing 
from day to day until the number that 
can be accommodated with air Is left. 
Any condition that depletes the vital- 
ity of the chick is apt to bring on a 
looseness of the bowels. 


All cases of diarrhea are not the In- 
t ertlous white diarrhea ; many ol them 
could have been prevented by provid- 
ing more room for the chicks; the 
Diarrhea is merely an evidence ot ovev-

• Growing in popularity _ and. impor- 
fu'nce Is the Angora goat, or long- 
haired "mohair" goat. These animals 
are great weed and brush eradicators, 
and can be advantageously pastured 
with horses, cattle, sheep or swine. 
They are a godsend in timbered coun- 
try and to clear land of weeds and 
brush. 
They are as easily kept as 


other farm animals and are usually 
hardy and rather more free from dis- 
ease than ordinary live stock. 


Well-bred Angoras are handsome, at- 


tractive and intelligent animals that 
are Interesting to raise and profitable 
for those who give them proper atten- 
tion. Certain strains of Angoras are 
clean, white, nonpugnaclous nonodor- 
ous animals that are a delight to 
young and old. These specially bred 
Angoras grow very long fleeces, and 
It Is the extra long mohair that com- 
mands the fancy price. Some of this 
product is said to be worth as high as 
$30 a pound. This means the longest 
portion of the clip, which is sorted and 
graded at shearing time and sold as 
extVa lorn? staple. The shorter mohair 
sells for *2 a pound—sometimes more, 
and some-times less, depending upon 
the market

ire looking rround for ways und means 
to diverMfj without miitcrially increas- 
ing their farm equipment, Hie Angora 
ought to appeal to the enterprising as 
a source of profit—especially on cheap 
or rough lands and on farms not 
quoted at fancy prices. 
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When the young stock have readied 


the sex-conscious age, the sexes should 
fee separated. Separation of the sexes 
promotes the growth of each, 


Wet Feeds for Chicks 


A few breeders say they have good 


results with wet feeds for baby chicks. 
.Since many breeders fall with this 
syttein, we do not recommend it. 
Clean dry grains after the rolled oats 
becomes offensive to the chicks is the 
aafest feed. Sour milk Is very Impor- 
tant in the feeding rations of baby 
chicks. 


Sheep Give Big Profits 


Besides Clearing Land 


Thirtj 
farmers who raised sheep 


chiefly for the purpose of clearing land 
In 19-23 made a profit of §26,823.53, 
compilation of their reports to Oklaho- 
ma A. and M. college shows. 


Fom-teen of the sheep raisers said 


feed for the year did not cost them 
anything, because the animals ' lived 
on weeds and waste. 
They did not 


include in their profits the value of 
the land the sheep cleared, or the cost 
of clearing by other methods. 


Combined flocks of the group of 30 


farmers counted 3,617 ewes January 
1 last year, P. H, L-owery, live stock 
specialist in the extension division of 
the college, reports. 
They were val- 


ued at $22,765, thus showing the profit 
to be nearly 120 per cent. 


From the ewes on hand, 
8,115 


lambs were raised which sold for 
$21,853.28. 
Wool sheared from the 


combined 
flocks 
weighed 
23,477 


pounds, and was sold for $8,450.45. 
Sixteen members of the group made a 
total charge of $3,671.20 for feed, re- 
ports to Lowery show.

1. Its Purpose (v. 1). 
The Holy Spirit led Him into the

(1) Jesus Christ Jesus ChrJst, the 


Divine Man, is now enter,n<j upon HK 
mediatorial work. 
He went immedi- 


ately from the place of anointing and 
heavenly recognition as t'"e ^on of 
God to meet the arch-enemy of the 
race. 


(2) The Devil. He was a real per- 


son and, while always filled with cun- 
ning and malice, in this case the initia- 
tive was taken by the Lord. He was 
dragged into the presence of Jesu^ 
Christ and forced into the strugsle. 


2. The Battle Ground (v. 1). It vas 


in the wilderness of Judea 
The n>'- 


man was tempted in a garden with the 
most pleasant surroundings and failed. 
The second man was tempted In a 
barren wilderness, surrounded by wild 
beasts, and gloriously triumphed. 


3. The Method of Attack (w. 2-10). 


Since as our Redeemer Christ sus- 
tained a threefold relationship, the Son 
of Man, Son of God and as Messiah, 
each one was made a ground of attack. 


(1) As Son of Man (w. 2, 3). This 


was a test of the reality of His human- 
ity. 
To demonstrate whether the hu- 


manity which He obtained through the 
virgin birth was real, the appeal was 
saade to the instinct of hunger. Hun- 
ger is not the result of sin. While the 
appetite is not sinful, to Lave satisfied 
it In a wrong way would have Been 
sin. 


(2) Son of God (vr. 5, 0). This was 


a test as to whether the personality 
which had come from Tieaven and 
taken upon itself humanity was divine. 
The Devil quoted from a Messianic 
psalm to get Him to presume upon 
God's care. 
God does care for His 


own, 
but to neglect common precau- 


tion—to do the uncalled for thing— 
•just to put God's promise to a test is 
sin and death 
Satan tempts men to- 


day to do the spectacular things in or- 
der to get publicity, to gain the ears 
of the people. 


(3) As Messiah (w. 8, 9). Christ's 


mission as the Messiah was to recover 
this world from the Devil. The De\il 
offered to surrender to Him on the 
simple condition that He would adopt 
his method, thus obviating the neces- 
sity of the cross. The kingdoms were 
really Christ's and He knew that they 
would ultimately become His. The in- 
ducement was to get immediate posses- 
sion without the sufferings of the 
cross. 


4 The I>efense (w. 4, 7, 16). Christ 


met the enemy each time and repulsed 
his attack with tbe Word of Qod. Each 
time He said, "It Is written" and-1 
quoted from Deater«nomy, the book 
which the higher critics would dis- 
credit. Christ had enough confidence 
in it to use It in this, the most crucial, 
hour of the world'js history. 


ft. The Issue (v. 11). 
(1) Satan vanquished. The enemy 


was completely routed. 
The strong 


man was so bound that the spoiling of 
his house was possible. 


• (2) 
Angels came and ministered 


nnto Him. This event was so notable 
that these glorious beings were sent 
frero heaves to give It recognition and 
to minister unto the triumphant King.
